Hie Recompense That Follows Inhuman 


Treatment In the Public Schools. 


Three instances of cruelty in thft 


?chools have at separate times come to 
ns, with the recompense which fol- 
lowed. One was of a boy who was 
brutally whipped by his teacher, and 
who withdrew from school, and in 
time went into the war, where after 
long and bravo service lio returned 
home to die, of a wound. His greatest 
stnigfrle in preparing for death was to 
t'orgTve the tyrant of the school. Years 
hac. gone by but the memory of that 
wrong, when it flashed into his mind. 
sunt the blood again to his brow, and 
he prayed anil struggled against it. 
Tlie luacher auil all around knew about 
the dying youth's sorest temptation, 
and what regret and remorse that 
teacher folt, knowing that the sting 
of his cruel wlnp had tortured a poor 
soul even to his grave 
Another case 


was of ft little girl, through whose 
lender shoulders tho whip cut and 
xtainod her dress with blood. 
She 


grew up with tbe same bitter recollec- 
tion; and finding no" other way to over- 
conic anil efface it, she became thai 
man'.s benefactor through many a sore 
trait, though he seemed destitute ol 
repentance or remorse. Another case

prudent to ronceal the wrong from the 
father, le=ft worse violence should come 
of it. More than a decade and a half 
of years passed awav and the teachei 
and the 
scholar met— happily sur- 


rounded by immediate social restraints. 
Tlic situation in the school-room was 
now reversed. The fear and trembling, 
ill.! bowed head anil quailing heart 
were transferred to tho tyrant of long 
ago, a.s ho heard his cruelties anil char- 
acter in tho years pa->l minutely set 
1'orth to him— how he had brutally 
beaten and oppressed the children ol 
the toiling poor who had no redress, 
and who would submit to almost any 
wrong for tho purpose of securing a 
little "education, aud who were thus 
wholly at his mercy, or rather tho re- 
verse of mer^v. In these and in othci 
instances there is one consideration 
that should be remarked and deeply 
pondered.

bojs referred to, they each said that 
the whole '•ceno was more vividly im- 
pti'ssud on their memories than any- 
t h i n g in the experience of their lives.

A SAD JOURNEY. 


Arrival of the Bemaina of Amos 


Oonklln—Further Particu- 


lars of His Death. 


In last evening's edition was given par- 


tial details of the sad death of Amos 
Oooklio, at Spirit Lake, Iowa, on the 
evening of Wednesday of this week. 
This forenoon at 10 o'clock the body ar- 
rived in Deoatur on the Illinois Central 
railroad in charge of B. E. Pratt, who 
was accompanied by his wife- The other 
members of the Deoatur party, including 
Mrs, Amos Oonklin and children, F. L. 
Wood and family, will probably arrive 
to-night on the P, D. & E. by way of Pe- 
orin. 


Kalatives of the deceased with Under- 


taker Billiard were at the tram, and the 
body was removed to the house. It was 
embalmed and is now at the family resi- 
dence, No. 453 West Prairie street. The 
deceased looks as natural as life, the fea- 
tures appearing smooth as it he bad fallen 
asleep. 


rrjBTHBR PABTIOTJLAH3, 


Tho REPUHLIOAN reporter had a talk 


with Mr. Pratt, wbo gave the details as 
to tbe manner of Mr. Couklin's death. 
The Deoatur party, with a number of 
people from various points in the coun- 
try, wore encamped at Arnold's Retreat, a 
resort on the lake, Iwo milea from the 
town of Spirit Lake. It was the habit 
ot the men in the party to spend most of 
each day ou the lake fishing. It is a 
sheet of water five miles in length and 
three to five miles wide. 
In front of the 


hotels and camp tents on tho shore there 
are boat landings which reach out 100 
feet into tho lake. On Wednesday aftei- 
noon there wore four dilt'ereut boats from 
theso landings out on the lake, occupied 
by parties fishing. There were two per- 
sons in each boat. In one Amos Conkliu 
and Rev. James Orr, o preacher from 
Delavan; in another, a Mr. Hall aud 
fnend; lu another, Rev. Mr. Stover and 
Oort Gain; in tho fourth, Frank L. Wood 
aud R. II. Pratt. The weather was Cue, 
and there was no indication of a blow or 
storm until after 4 o'clock, when the 
boats were 200 to 300 yards apart, and 
uot within hailing distance. When the 
wind sprang up, and the boats began to 
rook, with the white caps piling up rap- 
idly, uil the fishermen by common in- 
stiuot gathered up their Selling tackle 
and commenced pulliug for the landings. 
The sun was shining, and thoro was no 
obscuration ot the sky except by one clone'. 
No ram fell, but tho wind was brisk and 
steady. 
Mr. Hall and his friend reached 


tho landing in safety, and Mr. Conklin 
and Mr. Orr, with the latter rowing 
and the former seated 
in the stern, 


were within twenty feet of their lauding, 
when suddenly there came a blinding 
Hash of lightning, which struck Mr. 
Couklin, killing him instantly. 
Mr. 


Conklin wore a straw hat. The lightning 
struck him on the brim of the hut, close 
to the right side of his face, passing down 
through his whiskers, which were burned, 
and making a long blue streak on hie 
right breast, at tho lower part of which is 
a largo raw place, the size of a silver dol 
lar. When struck Mr. Conklin threw up 
both handa and fell over backwards into 
ten feet of water. Rev. Orr was badly 
shocked by the lightning and was partly 
paralyzed. Ho fell out of the boat Tne 
boat nearly filled with water but did not 
sink, and Rev. Orr as he came up made a 
grab for it and held on,until parties came 
to his rescue from the landing. Rev. Sto- 
ver and Oort Cain, Mr. Wood and Mr. 
Pratt, who were some distance down the 
lake at the time of the fatality, arrived at 
tho laudiug without mishap. There was 
great ooufusiou and excitement on shore. 
It was some minutes before it was known 
who was killed, and the doubt that ex- 
isted for a time created much alarm and 
anxiety among wives ami relatives ot 
those who were out in tho boata. 


The search for the body of Mr. Conklin 


began at once. Grappling hooka were 
need, and at 7 o'clock that evening the 
body was found not more than 10 feet 
from the point where it sank. It was 
taken in charge by an undertaker, and 
Thursday morning at !) o'clock it was 
expressed from Spirit Lake for Decatur. 


Tho funeral will take place on Sunday; 


tho hour will be stated in to-morrow's 
19BUO of this pnpor.

To Save rrom Drowning. 


This is tbe season for swimming, and 


thus far there has been one case of 
drowning. It is important to know how 
to act promptly and ellectively in case of 
drowning, and information as to how a 
drowning person should be approached, 
or made to disengage himself, if essential 
to the safety of the one who attempts 
rescue, is not out of place. In all seasons 
people lose their lives by drowning. In 
traveling by water or boating for pleas- 
ure, they are constantly liable to acci- 
dents. The following advice should be 
remembered: 


To save a person from drowning ap- 


proach from behind and take hold of his 
wrists. If he flounders very much and 
endangers your own life, loose your hold 
until be is partially exhausted, and take 
hold of his wrists again, taking care to 
keep his mouth above the suaface of the 
water. To loose the hold of a drowning 
person, dislocation from the thumb, a 
sort of slipping from the grasp by bend- 
ing tbe thumb up, is tho best method. If 
he catches you around tho waist, put 
your fingers in his nostrils and bend his 
head back until released.

Wabash Washout at 


Gibson City. 


The storm of yesterday afternoon, tbe 


full violence of which Decatnr fortunate- 
ly escaped, became furious north and east 
ot this point, the wind, lightning and 
water doing much damage and causing 
several fatalities. 


At Bloomington William Shroder, em- 


ployed at the nursery, was struck by 
lightning uader a tree and killed. Mr. 
Soholl, his companion, was prostrated. 
Lovi Dillon was shocked by lightning. 
The wind did some damage. 


At Gibson City the Illinois Central 


depot was set on fire by lightning, and 
the residences of J. B. MoCormick, O. B. 
Johnson, Mrs. Carney, J. M. MoClure and 
Mrs. Ogden were struck. Half the entire 
town was flooded and the west side waa 
covered with a rushing torrent from 8 to 
10 feet deep, tearing away thousands of 
feet ot sidewalk, and 
washing away 


bridges, out-houses, fences and etook- 
pens. Gardens were completely destroyed. 
The rain fell in such torrents and the 
water rose so fast ithat within two hours 
from the commencement of the storm 
every family west of the Wabash track 
but two were compelled to flee from their 
homes for safety. In fact, tho water rose 
PO rapidly that many were imprisoned in 
their homes and had to be rescued with 
rafts and on horseback. Horsemen were 
seen in all directions heroically carrying 
to places of safety the women and chil- 
dren. Scores of men were at work with 
ra'ts made of long sections of sidewalks, 
and with these brought a great many to 
high ground. The torrent rushed in at 
the windows and DOW stands four feet 
deep in some ot tbe houses. All ot these 
submerged will be rendered by the mud 
and water uninhabitable for some time. 
GOWP, hogs, calves and sheep oould be 
seen swimming around in the flood, but 
they were all saved as far as known. 
Drutnmond creek was two milea wide, 
Wabash tracks and bridges gave way and 
trains could not run. Two thousand feet 
ot the Illinois Central track was washed 
out 
Trains on the Wabaeh out of Chi- 


cago reach Deoatur on the Central by 
way of El Paso. 


A brick building at Champaign was 


unroofed. Mrs. Stewart's residence near 
Loda was burned by lightning. At Clin- 
ton the city hotel was badly damaged. 
Dwellings at Pekin were struck by light- 
ning, and some damage was done at 
Peoria. 


The destruction in tbe country dis- 


tricts, from which no reports are received, 
must have been considerable. 


The Wabssh trains from the north 


were late iu arriving in Decatur lost even- 
ing and this morning. 


There was a (severe blow at Peoria. The 


Peoria papers of to-day made but little 
mention of the storm there. 


In and about Decatur the rain fell in 


torrouts, interrupting business for several 
hours. Many fruit trees were damaged, 
and here and there tine shade trees wero 
blown down.
